The methods of inventions I, IV, and VI are distinct, each 
from the other, because they are drawn to processes having 
materially different process steps, which are practiced for 
materially different purposes. 

Inventions of products of Group I, III, and V, and the 
process of Group II, IV, and VI are related as products and 
process of use. The inventions can be shown to be distinct if 
either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for 
using the product as claimed can be practiced with another 
materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can be 
used in a materially different process of using that product 
(MEP. § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product of Group I, 
II, and V can be used for protein isolation or as an inhibitor. -
